One thing the President may depend 
upon. When he sends a commission 
to Louisiana he pleases every dema- 
gouge who hopes to keep the South- 
ern guestion open for another four 
years, and he disappoints every man 
who wants to see the country back 
a under the shelter of the Constitu- 
. ” 


The President is actuated by the 
purest of motives in sending a com- 
mission of high and honorable men to 
Louisiana and South Carolina to care- 
fully inquire into the true status of 
affuirs in those misrepresented States. 
Democrats and Republicans hold 
diametrically opposite views of affuirs 
in these States, and the Chief Execu- 
tive has no clear conception of the ac- 
tual condition of the people or the 
strength and claim of the respective 
dual governments there existing. In 
South Carolina Hampton evidently 
has a just and acknowledged claim to 
the gubernatorial chair, and a major- 
ity of Republicans and Democrats 
admit this fact. The taxes are paid 
to his officials, and the State courts 
legalize his acts and admit that he is 
the lawfal Governor of South Caro- 
lina. We can see no reason why U. S. 
troops should occupy the State House. 
Let them be withdrawn, and the 
South Carolina question is soon settled. 

In Louisiana, however, the case is 
an entirely different one. Packard, 
according to the Returning Board, 
received a larger majority than Hayes. 
This complicates the question and 
makes it an awkward one for the 
President to deal with. There have 
been frauds committed and violence 
used in Louisiana. Both parties 
admit this, and further; that the late 
election held in that State was a very 
unsatisfactory one. Both parties have 
more than a color of right on their re- 
spective sides, and whichever way the 
question shall be decided, more or 
less injustice will be done. The politi- 
cal situation is a peculiar and com- 
plicated one; hence the President may 
well be cautious in the course he pur- 
sues in reference to Louisiana affairs. 
Therefore, we believe for the common 
good, it is well that all the light possi- 
ble should be thrown on this question. 
A commission of the right men can 
fad out which of the dual govern- 
ments merits recognition, and thus 
relieve the President from a hasty and 
necessarily imperfect decision. Their 
report would also screen him from se- 
vere criticism, and place him where 
he could act with that decision and 
wisdom which would secure the 
respect of all parties.

Protection of Timber. 


Carl Schurz, the new Secretary of 
the Interior, is turning his attention 
to the better protection of the timber 
on the public lands of the United 
States. He will not hereafter leave 
this duty to the local land officers of 
the district, as has been done, but the 
Department will send out special 
agents to look after and 8 de- 
predators. Er. 

This is one of the most important 
movements taken by the new adminis- 
tration. The timber lands of the 
United States are among her choicest 
possessions. When exhausted they 
cannot be replaced, and commerce 
must inevitably suffer. The process 
of destruction without any attempt at 
replacement has been going en for 
years, and sooner or later we will feel 
the result of such practices. In Eng- 
land the supply of fuel is already re- 
ceiving much attention, and large 
parks and forests are being laid out 
through the aid of government. The 
time has come with her when economy 
is an absolute necessity, and it will 
come tous. We are prone to believe 
that the breadth of our territory ren- 
ders exhaustion of these resources 
imposssible, but the reasoning is fal- 
lacious. Schurz has inaugurated a 
good move and it is to. be hoped that 
his efforts may be entirely successful. 


TELEGRAPHIC. 


The Cabinet have determined on 
sending a commission to the States of 
South Carolina and Louisiana. The 
members of this commission will be 
selected on account of their intelli- 
gence and patriotism rather than their 
political standing. The President is 
convinced that in Louisiana in partic- 
ular the color line should be broken 
down, and that the State Government 
should maintain a more effective au- 
thority. Political matters there, in 
his judgment, need a thorough over- 
hauling. Violence and murder must 
and will cease when harmony peu |e 
and justice is impartially administered 
The President regards Packard’s 
claims as greatly improving. He fur- 
ther says: “The Freedmen will find me 
their friend, but they need other friends 
from among those who are now re- 
graded as their enemies, because of 
the race line.” The President has a 
strong feeling of charity for the South 
yet he says law and order shall pre- 
vail, and in no case shall the troops 
be withdrawn. A ctate of statu quo 
will be maintained until the Commis- 
sion return and reports and a fixed 
policy shall have been agreed upon.

‘Secretary and Superintendent's 
—Full exposition ef the Com- 
pany’s affairs—New Board 
of Trustees. 

The annual meeting of stockhold- 
ers in Consolidated Poe Mining Com- 
pany took place to-day. 75,385 were 
represented in the meeting. The fol- 
lowing report upon the Company’s fi- 
nances was received and filed. 

By this report the Total Liabilities 
are $51,656 73. Total assets, not in- 
cluding mines and mill site, $46,150, 
Total expenses for the year ending 
March ist 1877, 76,716 91. Net bull- 
ion during year $11,299 48. 

In regard to the mine’s condition 
the Gazette has posted its readers, at 
times, in regard to the work done. 
Supt Griffin's report reads as follows: 


To the stockholders of the Consolidated 

Poe Mining Company: 

I herewith submit my report from 
July 17, 1876, to March 1, 1877: 

No regular working of the compa- 
ny’s mine, except 
pumped, watching, securing the works 
underground, and general preservation 
of the property, was done until the 
18th of Sept., on which date work was 
cemmenced on the Paymaster mine, 
extracting ore for the purpose of mak- 
ing arun to test the practicability of 
working the ore by the new 
leaching process. Also in repairing 
and sinking the main incline with a 
view of sinking to a greater depth. 
The ore which was taken from the 
ground was very expensive to work 
and would have to be abandoned if 
allowed to remain long in the condi- 
tion it was in. The incline, which is 
now finished te the one hundred and 
fifty foot level, was in very bad con- 
dition for a distance of eighty feet, on 
account of the ground being worked 
around it, and had to be retimbered 
and the grade changed, which was ex- 
pensive work. It is now in perfect 
conditon from the surface to the lower 
level. 

For the amount of work done on 
the 100 and 150 foot levels, I will re- 
fer you to thequarterly reports on file. 

The labor account amounts to 812, 
327 47, which includes all work about 


the company’s mines and mills, con- 
struction and repairs. 

The leaching process for working 
the company’s ore was tried under 
many difficulties, and although the 
result of bullion was very far from be- 
ing satisfactory, the failure to produce 
a fair percentage of bullion was not 
the fault of the process or of Mr. E. B. 
Smith, under whose supervision it was 
worked. I am of the opinion that 
with proper apparatus it will work the 
ores successfully. 

There was raised, milled and work- 
ed, 110 tons of ore, the batter y assay of 
which was $126 06 per ton. 

A satisfactory settlement having 
been made with the creditors, work 
can be prosecuted and expenses re- 
duced, the probable results of which 
are very encouraging to the stockhold- 
ers.
